Time  for  Going  Through  the  Falls. 

The  Falls  are  level  or  still  water  at  about  three  and  a  half  hours  on 
tJie  ^ood^  and  about  two  and  a  half  on  the  ebb,  so  that  they  are  pass- 
able four  tiihes  in  twenty-four  hours,  about  ten  or  fifteen  minutes  each 
time.  No  other  rule  can  be  given,  as  much  depends  on  the  floods  in 
the  River  Saint  John,  and  the  time  of  nigh  water  or  full  sea,  which  ia 
of  ten  hastened  by  high  winds,  and  in  proportion  to  the  height  of  them. 


TIME  BALL. 

The  Time  Ball  on  Northern  Tower  of  the  Custom  House  Building, 
will  be  hoisted  half  its  elevation  each  day  (Sundays  excepted)  at  fifteen 
minutes  before  one  o'clock.  At  one  minute  before  one  o'duck  it  wiU 
be  hoisted  its  full  length;  and  at  one  o'clock,  mean  time,  the  Ball  will 
be  dropped.  A  Chronometer,  kee^ping  correct  Greenwich  time,  should 
then  snow  5h.  2-im.  IBs.,  and  the  difference  between  this  and  the  time 
shown  by  a  Chronometer,  is  its  true  error  on  Greenwich  time  at  the 
moment.  As  the  above  hour  of  one  o'clock,  when  the  Ball  drops, 
represents  5h.  24m.  ISs.  at  Greenwich,  the  error  of  a  Chronometer  may 
be  ascertained  no  matter  where  the  ship  is  lying.  Masters  of  vessels 
arriving  at  St  John  should  compare  their  Cfhronometers  by  the  Time 
Ball,  as  it  will  enable  them  to  get  the  sea  rate,  which  frequentljr  varies 
from  harbor  rates.

Letters  addressed  to  mere  initials,  or  fictitious  names,  will  not  be 
deli  wed,  unless  addressed  in  care  of  a  resident,  or  to  some  box  in  the 
Post  Office. 

Letters  containing  Gold  or  Silver  Money,  Jewels  or  precious  articles, 
or  anything  liable  to  Customs  Duties,  cannot  be  forwarded  by  Post  to 
any  of  the  Tostal  Union  counteries  except  the  United  States.
